"Section 1. Section 4a-67d of the 2022 supplement to the general 3 

statutes is repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof 4 

(Effective October 1, 2022): 5 

(a) As used in this section, (1) "emergency vehicle" means a vehicle 6 

used by the Department of Motor Vehicles, Department of Emergency 7 

Services and Public Protection, Department of Energy and 8 

Environmental Protection, Department of Correction, Office of State 9 

Capitol Police, Department of Mental Health and Addiction Services, 10 

Department of Developmental Services, Department of Social Services, 11 

Department of Children and Families, Department of Transportation, 12 

Judicial Department, Board of Pardons and Paroles, Board of Regents 13 
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for Higher Education, The University of Connecticut or The University 14 

of Connecticut Health Center for law enforcement or emergency 15 

response purposes, (2) "hybrid" means a passenger car that draws 16 

acceleration energy from two on-board sources of stored energy that 17 

consists of either an internal combustion or heat engine which uses 18 

combustible fuel and a rechargeable energy storage system and, for any 19 

passenger car or light duty truck with a model year of 2004 or newer, 20 

that is certified to meet or exceed the California Air Resources Board's 21 

LEV (Low Emission Vehicle) II LEV Standard, (3) "zero-emission bus" 22 

means any urban bus certified by the executive officer of the California 23 

Air Resources Board to produce zero emissions of any criteria pollutant 24 

under all operational modes and conditions, (4) "battery electric vehicle" 25 

and "fuel cell electric vehicle" have the same meanings as provided in 26 

section 16-19eee, and (5) "camp trailer" has the same meaning as 27 

provided in section 14-1. 28 

[(a)] (b) The fleet average for cars or light duty trucks purchased by 29 

the state shall: (1) On and after October 1, 2001, have a United States 30 

Environmental Protection Agency estimated highway gasoline mileage 31 

rating of at least thirty-five miles per gallon and on and after January 1, 32 

2003, have a United States Environmental Protection Agency estimated 33 

highway gasoline mileage rating of at least forty miles per gallon, (2) 34 

comply with the requirements set forth in 10 CFR 490 concerning the 35 

percentage of alternative-fueled vehicles required in the state motor 36 

vehicle fleet, and (3) obtain the best achievable mileage per pound of 37 

carbon dioxide emitted in its class. The alternative-fueled vehicles 38 

purchased by the state to comply with said requirements shall be 39 

capable of operating on natural gas or electricity or any other system 40 

acceptable to the United States Department of Energy that operates on 41 

fuel that is available in the state. 42 

[(b)] (c) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, (1) on 43 

and after January 1, 2008: (A) At least fifty per cent of all cars and light 44 

duty trucks purchased or leased by the state shall be alternative-fueled, 45 

hybrid electric or plug-in electric vehicles, (B) all alternative-fueled 46 

vehicles purchased or leased by the state shall be certified to the 47 
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California Air Resources Board's Low Emission Vehicle II Ultra Low 48 

Emission Vehicle Standard, and (C) all gasoline-powered light duty and 49 

hybrid vehicles purchased or leased by the state shall, at a minimum, be 50 

certified to the California Air Resource Board's Low Emission Vehicle II 51 

Ultra Low Emission Vehicle Standard, (2) on and after January 1, 2012, 52 

one hundred per cent of such cars and light duty trucks shall be 53 

alternative-fueled, hybrid electric or plug-in electric vehicles, [and] (3) 54 

on and after January 1, [2030, at least fifty per cent of such cars and light 55 

duty trucks shall be zero-emission vehicles] 2026, at least fifty per cent 56 

of such cars and light duty trucks shall be battery electric vehicles, (4) 57 

on and after January 1, 2028, at least seventy-five per cent of such cars 58 

and light duty trucks shall be battery electric vehicles, and (5) on and 59 

after January 1, 2030, one hundred per cent of such cars and light duty 60 

trucks shall be battery electric vehicles. 61 

[(c)] (d) (1) On and after January 1, 2030, at least thirty per cent of all 62 

buses purchased or leased by the state shall be zero-emission buses. 63 

(2) On and after January 1, 2024, the state shall cease to procure, 64 

purchase or lease any diesel-fueled transit bus. 65 

[(d)] (e) The provisions of subsections [(a)] (b) to [(c)] (d), inclusive, 66 

of this section shall not apply to any (1) emergency vehicle, (2) sport 67 

utility vehicle, (3) bus or van that transports individuals in wheelchairs, 68 

(4) specialty upfitted motor vehicle, or (5) camp trailer. 69 

[(e) As used in this section, (1) "emergency vehicle" means a vehicle 70 

used by the Department of Motor Vehicles, Department of Emergency 71 

Services and Public Protection, Department of Energy and 72 

Environmental Protection, Department of Correction, Office of State 73 

Capitol Police, Department of Mental Health and Addiction Services, 74 

Department of Developmental Services, Department of Social Services, 75 

Department of Children and Families, Department of Transportation, 76 

Judicial Department, Board of Pardons and Paroles, Board of Regents 77 

for Higher Education, The University of Connecticut or The University 78 

of Connecticut Health Center for law enforcement or emergency 79 
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response purposes, (2) "hybrid" means a passenger car that draws 80 

acceleration energy from two on-board sources of stored energy that 81 

consists of either an internal combustion or heat engine which uses 82 

combustible fuel and a rechargeable energy storage system, and, for any 83 

passenger car or light duty truck with a model year of 2004 or newer, 84 

that is certified to meet or exceed the California Air Resources Board's 85 

LEV (Low Emission Vehicle) II LEV Standard, (3) "zero-emission 86 

vehicle" means a battery electric vehicle, hybrid electric vehicle, range-87 

extended electric vehicle and any vehicle that is certified by the 88 

executive officer of the California Air Resources Board to produce zero 89 

emissions of any criteria pollutant under all operational modes and 90 

conditions, and (4) "zero-emission bus" means any urban bus certified 91 

by the executive officer of the California Air Resources Board to produce 92 

zero emissions of any criteria pollutant under all operational modes and 93 

conditions.] 94 

(f) In performing the requirements of this section, the Commissioners 95 

of Administrative Services, Energy and Environmental Protection and 96 

Transportation shall, whenever possible, consider the use of and impact 97 

on Connecticut-based companies. 98 

(g) The Commissioner of Administrative Services, in consultation 99 

with the Commissioner of Transportation, shall (1) study the feasibility 100 

of creating a competitive bid process for the aggregate procurement of 101 

[zero-emission] light, medium and heavy duty battery electric vehicles, 102 

fuel cell electric vehicles and zero-emission buses, [and] (2) determine 103 

whether such aggregate procurement would achieve a cost savings on 104 

the purchase of such vehicles and buses and related administrative 105 

costs, (3) develop a plan to implement zero-emission buses state-wide, 106 

and (4) identify any barriers to such implementation. On or before 107 

January 1, [2020] 2024, the Commissioner of Administrative Services 108 

shall [report] submit, in accordance with the provisions of section 11-4a, 109 

[on] a report on the results of such study and a copy of the 110 

implementation plan to the joint standing committees of the General 111 

Assembly having cognizance of matters relating to government 112 

administration and transportation. The Commissioner of 113 
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Administrative Services may proceed with such aggregate procurement 114 

if the commissioner determines such aggregate procurement would 115 

achieve a cost savings. 116 

(h) The Commissioner of Administrative Services shall consider the 117 

lower costs associated with the maintenance of a battery electric vehicle 118 

when establishing the amount to lease such battery electric vehicle to 119 

another state agency. 120 

(i) Not later than January 1, 2026, and annually thereafter, if the fleet 121 

average for cars or light duty trucks purchased by the state does not 122 

meet the requirements of subsection (c) of this section, the commissioner 123 

shall submit, in accordance with the provisions of section 11-4a, a report 124 

to the joint standing committees of the General Assembly having 125 

cognizance of matters relating to government administration, 126 

transportation and the environment. Such report shall (1) explain why 127 

such requirements were not met, and (2) propose an alternative 128 

schedule to meet such requirements after considering available 129 

appropriations and the market conditions for battery electric vehicles 130 

and the associated charging infrastructure for battery electric vehicles. 131 

Sec. 2. (NEW) (Effective October 1, 2022) (a) As used in this section: 132 

(1) "Association of unit owners", "board of directors", "common 133 

elements", "condominium instruments", "limited common elements", 134 

"unit" and "unit owner" have the same meanings as provided in section 135 

47-68a of the general statutes; 136 

(2) "Electric vehicle charging station" has the same meaning as 137 

provided in section 16-19f of the general statutes; and 138 

(3) "Reasonable restrictions" means a restriction that does not 139 

significantly increase the cost of the electric vehicle charging station or 140 

significantly decrease its efficiency or specified performance. 141 

(b) On and after October 1, 2022, any provision of the condominium 142 

instruments that either prohibits or unreasonably restricts the 143 
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installation or use of an electric vehicle charging station in a unit parking 144 

space or limited common element parking space, or is otherwise in 145 

conflict with the provisions of this section, shall be void and 146 

unenforceable. 147 

(c) An electric vehicle charging station installed pursuant to this 148 

section shall meet all applicable health and safety standards and 149 

requirements under any state or federal law or municipal ordinance. 150 

(d) A unit owner may submit an application to the board of directors 151 

to install an electric vehicle charging station in a unit parking space, or 152 

in a limited common element parking space with the written approval 153 

of the unit owner of each unit to which use of the limited common 154 

element parking space is reserved. The board of directors shall 155 

acknowledge, in writing, the receipt of any such application not later 156 

than thirty days after such receipt, and process such application in the 157 

same manner as an application for an addition, alteration or 158 

improvement pursuant to the declaration, as described in section 47-70 159 

of the general statutes. The approval or denial of such application shall 160 

be in writing and shall be issued not later than sixty days after the date 161 

of receipt of such application. If an application is not denied in writing 162 

within such sixty-day period, the application shall be deemed 163 

approved, unless the board of directors reasonably requests additional 164 

information not later than sixty days from the date of receipt of such 165 

application. 166 

(e) If a unit owner seeks to install an electric vehicle charging station 167 

in a unit parking space or limited common element parking space, the 168 

following provisions shall apply: 169 

(1) The unit owner shall obtain approval from the board of directors 170 

to install the electric vehicle charging station and the board of directors 171 

shall approve the installation if the owner agrees in writing to: (A) 172 

Comply with the provisions of the declaration regarding an addition, 173 

alteration or improvement; (B) engage a licensed and insured contractor 174 

to install the electric vehicle charging station; (C) provide a certificate of 175 
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insurance, within fourteen days of approval, that demonstrates 176 

insurance coverage in amounts deemed sufficient by the board of 177 

directors; (D) pay for the costs associated with the installation of the 178 

electric vehicle charging station, including, but not limited to, increased 179 

master policy premiums, attorney's fees incurred by the association of 180 

unit owners, engineering fees, professional fees, permit fees and 181 

applicable zoning compliance costs; and (E) pay the electricity usage 182 

costs associated with the electric vehicle charging station. 183 

(2) The unit owner, and each successive owner, of the electric vehicle 184 

charging station shall be responsible for: (A) The costs for damage to the 185 

electric vehicle charging station, common elements or units resulting 186 

from the installation, use, maintenance, repair, removal or replacement 187 

of the electric vehicle charging station; (B) the costs for the maintenance, 188 

repair and replacement of the electric vehicle charging station until it 189 

has been removed; (C) the costs for the restoration of the physical space 190 

where the electric vehicle charging station was installed after it is 191 

removed; (D) the costs of electricity associated with the electric vehicle 192 

charging station; (E) the common expenses as a result of uninsured 193 

losses pursuant to any master insurance policy held by the association 194 

of unit owners; and (F) making disclosures to prospective buyers 195 

regarding (i) the existence of the electric vehicle charging station, (ii) the 196 

associated responsibilities of the unit owner under this section, and (iii) 197 

the requirement that the purchaser accepts the electric vehicle charging 198 

station unless it is removed prior to the transfer of the unit. 199 

(3) A unit owner shall not be required to maintain a liability coverage 200 

policy for an existing National Electrical Manufacturers Association 201 

standard alternating current power plug. 202 

(f) An association of unit owners may (1) install an electric vehicle 203 

charging station in the common elements for the use of all unit owners 204 

and develop appropriate rules for such use, (2) create a new parking 205 

space where one did not previously exist to facilitate the installation of 206 

an electric vehicle charging station, (3) require the unit owner to remove 207 

the electric vehicle charging station prior to the unit owner's sale of the 208 
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property unless the purchaser of the property agrees to take ownership 209 

of the electric vehicle charging station, and (4) assess the unit owner for 210 

any uninsured portion of a loss associated with an electric vehicle 211 

charging station, whether resulting from a deductible or otherwise, 212 

regardless of whether the association submits an insurance claim. 213 

(g) In any action by an association of unit owners seeking to enforce 214 

compliance with this section, the prevailing party shall be awarded 215 

reasonable attorney's fees. 216 

(h) The provisions of this section shall not apply to an association of 217 

unit owners that imposes reasonable restrictions on electric vehicle 218 

charging stations or has electric vehicle charging stations at a ratio that 219 

is equal to or greater than fifteen per cent of the number of units. 220 

Sec. 3. (NEW) (Effective October 1, 2022) (a) As used in this section: 221 

(1) "Association", "bylaws", "common elements", "declaration", 222 

"executive board", "limited common element", "purchaser", "rule", "unit" 223 

and "unit owner" have the same meanings as provided in section 47-202 224 

of the general statutes; 225 

(2) "Electric vehicle charging station" has the same meaning as 226 

provided in section 16-19f of the general statutes; and 227 

(3) "Reasonable restrictions" means a restriction that does not 228 

significantly increase the cost of the electric vehicle charging station or 229 

significantly decrease its efficiency or specified performance. 230 

(b) On and after October 1, 2022, any provision of the declaration or 231 

bylaws that either prohibits or unreasonably restricts the installation or 232 

use of an electric vehicle charging station in a unit parking space or 233 

limited common element parking space, or is otherwise in conflict with 234 

the provisions of this section, shall be void and unenforceable. 235 

(c) An electric vehicle charging station installed pursuant to this 236 

section shall meet all applicable health and safety standards and 237 

requirements under any state or federal law or municipal ordinance. 238 
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(d) A unit owner may submit an application to the executive board to 239 

install an electric vehicle charging station in a unit parking space, or in 240 

a limited common element parking space with the written approval of 241 

the unit owner of each unit to which use of the limited common element 242 

parking space is reserved. The executive board shall acknowledge, in 243 

writing, the receipt of any such application not later than thirty days 244 

after such receipt, and process such application in the same manner as 245 

an application for an addition, alteration or improvement pursuant to 246 

the declaration or bylaws. The approval or denial of such application 247 

shall be in writing and shall be issued not later than sixty days after the 248 

date of receipt of such application. If an application is not denied in 249 

writing within such sixty-day period, the application shall be deemed 250 

approved, unless the executive board reasonably requests additional 251 

information not later than sixty days from the date of receipt of such 252 

application. 253 

(e) If a unit owner seeks to install an electric vehicle charging station 254 

in a unit parking space or limited common element parking space, the 255 

following provisions shall apply: 256 

(1) The unit owner shall obtain approval from the executive board to 257 

install the electric vehicle charging station and the executive board shall 258 

approve the installation if the owner agrees in writing to: (A) Comply 259 

with the provisions of the declaration or bylaws regarding an addition, 260 

alteration or improvement; (B) engage a licensed and insured contractor 261 

to install the electric vehicle charging station; (C) provide a certificate of 262 

insurance, within fourteen days of approval, that demonstrates 263 

insurance coverage in amounts deemed sufficient by the board of 264 

directors; (D) pay for the costs associated with the installation of the 265 

electric vehicle charging station, including, but not limited to, increased 266 

master policy premiums, attorney's fees incurred by the association, 267 

engineering fees, professional fees, permits and applicable zoning 268 

compliance; and (E) pay the electricity usage costs associated with the 269 

electric vehicle charging station. 270 

(2) The unit owner, and each successive owner, of the electric vehicle 271 
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charging station shall be responsible for: (A) The costs for damage to the 272 

electric vehicle charging station, common elements or units resulting 273 

from the installation, use, maintenance, repair, removal or replacement 274 

of the electric vehicle charging station; (B) the costs for the maintenance, 275 

repair and replacement of the electric vehicle charging station until it 276 

has been removed; (C) the costs for the restoration of the physical space 277 

where the electric vehicle charging station was installed after it is 278 

removed; (D) the costs of electricity associated with the electric vehicle 279 

charging station; (E) the common expenses as a result of uninsured 280 

losses pursuant to any master insurance policy held by the association 281 

of unit owners; and (F) making disclosures to prospective buyers 282 

regarding (i) the existence of the electric vehicle charging station, (ii) the 283 

associated responsibilities of the unit owner under this section, and (iii) 284 

the requirement that the purchaser accepts the electric vehicle charging 285 

station unless it is removed prior to the transfer of the unit.

in the common elements for the use of all unit owners and develop 291 

appropriate rules for such use, (2) create a new parking space where one 292 

did not previously exist to facilitate the installation of an electric vehicle 293 

charging station, (3) require the unit owner to remove the electric vehicle 294 

charging station prior to the unit owner's sale of the property unless the 295 

purchaser of the property agrees to take ownership of the electric vehicle 296 

charging station, and (4) assess the unit owner for any uninsured 297 

portion of a loss associated with an electric vehicle charging station, 298 

whether resulting from a deductible or otherwise, regardless of whether 299 

the association submits an insurance claim. 300 

(g) In any action by an association seeking to enforce compliance with 301 

this section, the prevailing party shall be awarded reasonable attorney's 302 

fees. 303 
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(h) The provisions of this section shall not apply to an association that 304 

imposes reasonable restrictions on electric vehicle charging stations or 305 

has electric vehicle charging stations at a ratio that is equal to or greater 306 

than fifteen per cent of the number of units. 307 

Sec. 4. (NEW) (Effective October 1, 2022) (a) As used in this section (1) 308 

"dedicated parking space" means a parking space located within a 309 

tenant's separate interest or a parking spot that is in a common area, but 310 

subject to exclusive use rights of an individual tenant, including, but not 311 

limited to, a garage space, carport or parking space that is specifically 312 

designated for use by a particular tenant; (2) "electric vehicle charging 313 

station" has the same meaning as provided in section 16-19f of the 314 

general statutes; and (3) "dwelling unit", "landlord", "rent", "rental 315 

agreement" and "tenant" have the same meanings as provided in section 316 

47a-1 of the general statutes. 317 

(b) (1) For any rental agreement executed, extended or renewed on or 318 

after October 1, 2022, a landlord of two hundred fifty dwelling units or 319 

more shall approve a tenant's written request to install an electric 320 

vehicle charging station at a dedicated parking space for the tenant that 321 

meets the requirements of this section and complies with the landlord's 322 

procedural approval process for modifications to the property. 323 

(2) For any rental agreement executed, extended or renewed on or 324 

after October 1, 2023, a landlord of more than fifty dwelling units but 325 

less than two hundred fifty dwelling units shall approve a tenant's 326 

written request to install an electric vehicle charging station at a 327 

dedicated parking space for the tenant that meets the requirements of 328 

this section and complies with the landlord's procedural approval 329 

process for modifications to the property. 330 

(3) For any rental agreement executed, extended or renewed on or 331 

after October 1, 2024, a landlord of fifty dwelling units or less shall 332 

approve a tenant's written request to install an electric vehicle charging 333 

station at a dedicated parking space for the tenant that meets the 334 

requirements of this section and complies with the landlord's 335 
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procedural approval process for modifications to the property. 336 

(c) A landlord shall not be obligated to provide an additional parking 337 

space to a tenant in order to accommodate an electric vehicle charging 338 

station. 339 

(d) An electric vehicle charging station installed pursuant to this 340 

section, and all modifications and improvements to the property, shall 341 

comply with any state or federal law or municipal ordinance, and all 342 

applicable zoning requirements, land use requirements, and covenants, 343 

conditions and restrictions. 344 

(e) A tenant's written request to modify the rental property to install 345 

an electric vehicle charging station shall indicate such tenant's consent 346 

to enter into a written agreement with the landlord that includes, but is 347 

not limited to, provisions regarding: 348 

(1) The installation, use, maintenance and removal of the electric 349 

vehicle charging station and its infrastructure; 350 

(2) A complete financial analysis and scope of work regarding the 351 

installation of the electric vehicle charging station and its infrastructure; 352 

(3) Payment to the landlord of any costs associated with the 353 

landlord's installation of the electric vehicle charging station and its 354 

infrastructure prior to any modification or improvement to the rental 355 

property. The costs associated with modifications and improvements 356 

include, but are not limited to, the cost of permits, supervision, 357 

construction and, if required by the contractor and consistent with its 358 

past performance of work for the landlord, performance bonds; 359 

(4) Payment of the landlord's incurred costs associated with the 360 

electrical usage of the electric vehicle charging station, and costs for 361 

damage, maintenance, repair, removal and replacement of the electric 362 

vehicle charging station, including such modifications or improvements 363 

made to the rental property associated with the electric vehicle charging 364 

station; 365 
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(5) Where another tenant will use the electric vehicle charging station, 366 

a requirement for the tenant who requested such electric vehicle 367 

charging station to enter into a cooperative agreement with the landlord 368 

and such other tenant regarding the electricity metering procedures and 369 

the responsibilities and duties of each party to such agreement. Any 370 

costs, including, but not limited to, attorney's fees, electricity metering 371 

costs and other fees related to the cooperative agreement, shall be the 372 

responsibility of the tenants participating in the agreement; 373 

(6) Maintenance of a general liability insurance policy that covers an 374 

electric vehicle charging station at a tenant's dedicated parking space 375 

and to name the landlord as a named additional insured under the 376 

policy commencing with the date of approval for construction until the 377 

tenant forfeits possession of the dwelling unit to the landlord; 378 

(7) A requirement for the tenant to post a surety bond in an amount 379 

equal to the cost of removing the electric vehicle charging station or 380 

permit the landlord to withhold all or a portion of the security deposit 381 

pursuant to section 47a-21 of the general statutes at the time the tenancy 382 

is terminated for any damages suffered by the landlord due to the 383 

tenant's failure to comply with the landlord's requirements regarding 384 

removal of the electric vehicle charging station and its infrastructure; 385 

and 386 

(8) A requirement for the tenant to agree to designate the electric 387 

vehicle charging station as a fixture of the rental property if the tenant 388 

does not remove the electric vehicle charging station upon the 389 

termination of the lease. 390 

(f) This section shall not apply to a residential rental property where: 391 

(1) The dwelling unit provides electric vehicle charging stations for use 392 

by tenants in a ratio that is equal to or greater than ten per cent of the 393 

designated parking spaces; (2) parking is not provided as part of the 394 

rental agreement; (3) there are fewer than five parking spaces; (4) the 395 

development of such property is assisted by an allocation of Low 396 

Income Housing Tax Credits pursuant to Section 42 of the Internal 397 
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Revenue Code of 1986, or any subsequent corresponding internal 398 

revenue code of the United States, as amended from time to time; or (5) 399 

such property is managed by a housing authority created under section 400 

8-40 of the general statutes. 401 

Sec. 5. (NEW) (Effective October 1, 2022) (a) As used in this section, (1) 402 

"electric vehicle charging station" has the same meaning as provided in 403 

section 16-19f of the general statutes, (2) "level two electric vehicle 404 

charging station" means an electric vehicle charging station that 405 

supplies two hundred eight to two hundred forty volt alternating 406 

current, and (3) "direct current fast charging station" means an electric 407 

vehicle charging station that utilizes direct current electricity providing 408 

forty kilowatts or greater. 409 

(b) On and after January 1, 2023, the Commissioner of Administrative 410 

Services shall require each new construction of a state facility, the total 411 

project costs of which exceed one hundred thousand dollars, to be 412 

installed with level two electric vehicle charging stations in at least 413 

twenty per cent of the designated parking spaces for cars or light duty 414 

trucks at such facility. 415 

(c) On and after January 1, 2023, a municipality shall require each new 416 

construction of a commercial building or multiunit residential building 417

Nothing in this section shall prohibit the Commissioner 840 

of Energy and Environmental Protection from establishing a program to 841 

require the sale, purchase and use of motor vehicles which comply with 842 

any regulations adopted by the commissioner which implement the 843 

California motor vehicle emissions standards. 844 

(c) The Commissioner of Energy and Environmental Protection may 845 

adopt regulations, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 54, to 846 

implement the medium and heavy-duty motor vehicle standards of the 847 

state of California. If the commissioner adopts such regulations, the 848 

commissioner shall amend such regulations from time to time, in 849 

accordance with changes to such standards. Such regulations may 850 

incorporate by reference the California motor vehicle standards 851 

established in final regulations issued by the California Air Resources 852 

Board pursuant to Title 13 of the California Code of Regulations and 853 

promulgated under the authority of Division 26 of the California Health 854 

and Safety Code, as may be amended from time to time. 855 

Sec. 16. Section 47-261b of the general statutes is repealed and the 856

(a) At least ten days before adopting, amending or repealing any rule, 858 

the executive board shall give all unit owners notice of (1) The executive 859 

board's intention to adopt, amend or repeal a rule and shall include with 860 

such notice the text of the proposed rule or amendment, or the text of 861 

the rule proposed to be repealed; and (2) the date on which the executive 862 

board will act on the proposed rule, amendment or repeal after 863 
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considering comments from unit owners. 864 

(b) Following adoption, amendment or repeal of a rule, the 865 

association shall give all unit owners notice of its action and include 866 

with such notice a copy of any new or amended rule. 867 

(c) Subject to the provisions of the declaration, an association may 868 

adopt rules to establish and enforce construction and design criteria and 869 

aesthetic standards. If an association adopts such rules, the association 870 

shall adopt procedures for enforcement of those rules and for approval 871 

of construction applications, including a reasonable time within which 872 

the association [must] shall act after an application is submitted and the 873 

consequences of its failure to act. 874 

(d) A rule regulating display of the flag of the United States [must] 875 

shall be consistent with federal law. In addition, the association may not 876 

prohibit display, on a unit or on a limited common element adjoining a 877 

unit, of the flag of this state, or signs regarding candidates for public or 878 

association office or ballot questions, but the association may adopt 879 

rules governing the time, place, size, number and manner of those 880 

displays. 881 

(e) Unit owners may peacefully assemble on the common elements to 882 

consider matters related to the common interest community, but the 883 

association may adopt rules governing the time, place and manner of 884 

those assemblies. 885 

(f) An association may adopt rules that affect the use of or behavior 886 

in units that may be used for residential purposes, only to: 887 

(1) Implement a provision of the declaration; 888 

(2) Regulate any behavior in or occupancy of a unit which violates the 889 

declaration or adversely affects the use and enjoyment of other units or 890 

the common elements by other unit owners; or 891 

(3) Restrict the leasing of residential units to the extent those rules are 892 

reasonably designed to meet underwriting requirements of institutional 893 
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lenders that regularly make loans secured by first mortgages on units in 894 

common interest communities or regularly purchase those mortgages, 895 

provided no such restriction shall be enforceable unless notice thereof is 896 

recorded on the land records of each town in which any part of the 897 

common interest community is located. Such notice shall be indexed by 898 

the town clerk in the grantor index of such land records in the name of 899 

the association. 900 

(g) In the case of a common interest community that is not a 901 

condominium or a cooperative, an association may not adopt or enforce 902 

any rules that would have the effect of prohibiting any unit owner from 903 

installing a solar power generating system on the roof of such owner's 904 

unit, provided such roof is not shared with any other unit owner. An 905 

association may adopt rules governing (1) the size and manner of 906 

affixing, installing or removing a solar power generating system; (2) the 907 

unit owner's responsibilities for periodic upkeep and maintenance of 908 

such solar power generating system; and (3) a prohibition on any unit 909 

owner installing a solar power generating system upon any common 910 

elements of the association. 911 

[(g)] (h) An association's internal business operating procedures need 912 

not be adopted as rules. 913 

[(h)] (i) Each rule of the association [must] shall be reasonable. 914

(b) The Department of Administrative Services shall not approve a 918

Radon Potential Map, or similar subsequent publications, except where 922 

the school building project plan incorporates construction techniques to 923 

mitigate radon levels in the air of the facility; 924 
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(2) The plans incorporate new roof construction or total replacement 925 

of an existing roof and do not provide for the following: (A) A minimum 926 

roof pitch that conforms with the requirements of the State Building 927 

Code, (B) a minimum twenty-year unlimited manufacturer's guarantee 928 

for water tightness covering material and workmanship on the entire 929 

roofing system, (C) the inclusion of vapor retarders, insulation, bitumen, 930 

felts, membranes, flashings, metals, decks and any other feature 931 

required by the roof design, and (D) that all manufacturer's materials to 932 

be used in the roofing system are specified to meet the latest standards 933 

for individual components of the roofing systems of the American 934 

Society for Testing and Materials; 935 

(3) In the case of a major alteration, renovation or extension of a 936 

building to be used for public school purposes, the plans do not 937 

incorporate the guidelines set forth in the Sheet Metal and Air 938 

Conditioning Contractors National Association's publication entitled 939 

"Indoor Air Quality Guidelines for Occupied Buildings Under 940 

Construction" or similar subsequent publications; 941 

(4) In the case of a new construction, extension, renovation or 942 

replacement, the plans do not provide that the building maintenance 943 

staff responsible for such facility are trained in or are receiving training 944 

in, or that the applicant plans to provide training in, the appropriate 945 

areas of plant operations including, but not limited to, heating, 946 

ventilation and air conditioning systems pursuant to section 10-231e, 947 

with specific training relative to indoor air quality; 948 

(5) In the case of a project for new construction, extension, major 949 

alteration, renovation or replacement involving a school entrance for 950 

inclusion on any listing submitted to the General Assembly in 951 

accordance with section 10-283 on or after July 1, 2008, the plans do not 952 

provide for a security infrastructure for such entrance; [or] 953 

(6) In the case of a project for new construction, extension, major 954 

alteration, renovation or replacement on any listing submitted to the 955 

General Assembly in accordance with section 10-283 on or after July 1, 956 
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2022, the plans do not provide for the installation of at least one water 957 

bottle filling station (A) per one hundred students of the projected 958 

enrollment for the school building, (B) on each new floor or wing of the 959 

school building, and (C) in any food service area of the school building; 960 

or 961 

(7) In the case of a project for new construction of a school building 962 

on any listing submitted to the General Assembly in accordance with 963 

section 10-283 on or after July 1, 2023, the plans do not provide for the 964 

installation of level two electric vehicle charging stations, as defined in 965 

section 5 of this act, in at least twenty per cent of the designated parking 966 

spaces for cars or light duty trucks at the school building. 967

[2017] 2023, and notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a) of this 1011 

section and subdivision (6) of subsection (f) of section 22a-174-31 of the 1012 

regulations of Connecticut state agencies, auction proceeds [totaling 1013 

three million three hundred thousand dollars shall be diverted to the 1014 

General Fund in the fiscal year ending June 30, 2017, provided all 1015 

proceeds in excess of said amount in the auction or auctions where such 1016 

diversion occurs, and all proceeds in all subsequent auctions, shall be] 1017 

annually calculated and allocated in accordance with subdivision (6) of 1018 

subsection (f) of section 22a-174-31 of the regulations of Connecticut 1019 

state agencies to the Connecticut Green Bank may be utilized by the 1020
